On Nov. 22, over 5000 people 
told pig chlef Ahern and the fascist 
court System—and the racist power 
structure of New Haven and Con- 
necticut which Controls them—to 
FREE THF NEW HAVEN. 
PANTHERS. People trom au over 
the northeast came together to 
protest particularly the cruel treat- 
ment of our imprisoned sisters, 
but also to demand the release of 
all 13 New Haven Panthers, and all 
politica 1 prisoners. Black Panther 
Party Chapters and Branches, and 
Women's Liberation groups from 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, end Washington D.C. • 
partlcipated in the march and rally. 
Organized by the New Haven Chap- 
ter of the Black Panther Party, 
and Women’s Liberation groups 
mostly from New York, the action 
exposed the blatantly fascist acts 
of the Connecticut pigs (local, 
state, FBI and CIA) against the 
people’s servants—the Black Pan¬ 
ther Party. 

We gathered ai Beaver Pond 
Park and, shortly after 12:30 be- 
gan to march towarddowntown. The 
march, led by Welfare Mothers, 
followed by Black Panther women 
and Women's Liberation groups, 
with the men in the rear, had high 
spirits and was constantly chant- 
ing slogans such as “FREE OUR 
SISTERS, FREE OURSELVES, and 


Right 
On| We conducted an educational 
campaign all along the lines of 
the march, selling Panther papers, 
and handing out informational ma- 
terial on the trial, and moved into 
the shopping areas in downtown 
New Haven. We stopped at every 
intersection, chanting and slnging 
all the time. TYaffic was jammed 
up for almost 2 hours as we made 
our way to the last bastion of 
American Fascism — the State 
Court House. 

At the State Court House, Beth 
Mitchell, Communications Secre¬ 
tary of the Harlem Branch of the 
Black Panther Party ran down the 
situation of the seven Panther 
sisters (2 of whom are pregnant, 
—Francis Carter just had a baby 
boy—“ Che Alprentice Carter”) 
now imprisoned in Niantic State 
Women's Farm; the situation of the 
other 3 New Haven Panthers im¬ 
prisoned and spread around the 
Connecticut State Prison System: 
and the situation of people in gen- 
eral here in racist, fascist, de¬ 
cadent Babylon. She also related 
how our sisters are: 

isolated from other prisoners: 
kept awake by constant bright 
lights and noise outside thejr 
Windows: denied their legal 
right to interview counsel: de¬ 
nied their civil right to cholce 
of doctors: denied their phys- 


ical right to exefrise, fresh air, 
rest, and proper clothing: denied 
their human right to their child- 
ren; denied their constitutlonal 
right to prepare for their de- 
fenpe - and read a list of de- 
mands for the rally: 

WE DEMAND immediate free- 
dom for the Connecticut Pan¬ 
thers and for all political pris¬ 
oners. WE DEMAND an end to 
their isolation and sleepless 
nights. WE DEMAND adequate 
diet, exercise, and clothing. WE 
DEMAND their right to choose 
counsel. WE DEMAND their right 
to prenatal and maternity care 
by doctors of their choice. WE 
DEMAND the right for these 
mothers to make their own ar- 
rangments for the custody of 
the children In accordance with 
their wishes and the wishes of 
the Black Panther Party. 

The acting Area Captain of the 
Black Panther Party in Boston, 
Audrea Jones, also rapped on the 
nature of fascism, its use of rac- 
sim, and the necessity for prole- 
tarian lntemationalism. Other 
speakers included representatives 
of Women's Liberation and the 
Young Lords, and a former inmate 
at Niantic State Women’s Farm. 

Sllck and slimy pig chlef Ahern 
kept his cool and kept his 7 panel 
truckloads of pigs in the back of 
the State Court House. Meanwhile 


the people rallied, covering the 
steps and statuesof thecourthouse- 
acts which would have been illegal 
3 days before. The pig judge, 
Palmer, Judge for the Panther 
case, several weeks ago laid down 
the following ground rules: No 
demonstrations of any kind within 
500 ft. ofthecourthouse; nosketch- 
ing, note-taking, or other Commun¬ 
ications equipment will be allowed 
in the courtroom-including stilland 
movie cameras; Entry and exit 
from the courtroom permitted only 
before court is in session, after 
court is over. and duringrecesses. 

On Thursday, Nov. 20, the judge 
decided to revise the order to be 
effective only on days and during 
times when court is in session. 

So now we have forced the op- 
pressor to back up—to revise 
toward our favor, one of his own 
fascist, repressive rules for the 
court. And so that is our next 
step also—to force him to back 
against the wall and FREE OUR 
SISTERS, FREE THE NEW HAVEN 
PANTHERS, and FREE ALL POL¬ 
ITICAL PRISONERSIHII

NEW HAVEN PANTHER TRIAL 


As the government steps up its 
efforts to silence radicals all over 
the country, it is trying to do so 
with increasing “smoothness.” In 
New Haven, they are trying to de- 
stroy the Black Panther Party both 
locally and nationally by convicting 
14 Party members, including na- 
tional chairman Bobby Seale, for 


the murder of Alex Rackley. Months 
before the trial is to start, the gov¬ 
ernment, through Judge Aaron 
Palmer, has issued a court order 
designed to strip the defendants 
and their supporters of some of 
the few weapons they are left witli 
to fight government suppression. 

The court order covers several 


broad areas with devastating sim- 
plicity: No public statements can 
be made by anyone officially con- 
nected with the case on either the 
defense or prosecution side; no 
demonstrations can occur within 
500 feet of. the courthouse; no 
photography or sketching is allowed 
in the courtroom; no one can enter

the courtroom unless they are 
searched, and finally, no one, in¬ 
cluding the press, can enter 
or leave the courtroom while the 
trial is in session. 

Anyone who has followed a pol¬ 
itical trial, most notably the current 
Chicago conspiracy trial, will rea- 
lize immediately the .damaging 
effect this court order will have 
on the defense effort if it is allowed 
to stand. The government is trying 
in the New Haven trial to avoid 


the “complications” and embar- 
assments they have suffered in 
Chicago by gagging the New Haven 
defense effort months before the 
trial even takes place. 

It has apparently not been e- 
nough to deny Seale and the other 
conspiracy defendants their rights 
during the trial. The government 
now feels it must in future pol¬ 
itical trials deny the defendants

thelr lawyers, and their supporters 
their rlghts to free speech and as- 
sembly even before the trial takes 
place. The government mlstakenly 
feels that thls will make lt easler 
for them to put radicals in jall. In 
order to combat thls effort, one 
must look at thls new represslve 
effort in some detail. 

The Palmer court order is, 
flrst of all, incredibly one-sided. 
The prosecution has used the time 
slnce the arrests last May to lm- 
press lts version of the Rackley 
murder case on the public mlnd. 
On the day the case broke, the 
local paper spead mug shots of 
the arrested Panthers across the 
entlre front page. The text of the 
story told the police version of the 
murder ln expllclt detail, including 
alleged tortures, taped statements, 
and descrlptions of a mutilated 
body. For months, while the poUce 
contlnued to plant stories about 
the Panthers in the press (often 
printed as undlsputed fact) the 
court made no silencing move. 

During thls time, the Panthers 
and their supporters were strug- 
gllng to put together a defense 
group. Thls naturally took time, 
because the Party, wlth lts local 
members in jall, had to start re- 
bullding from scratch. The 
Panthers eventually stated their 
story: that Rackley, a member in 


abolished. 

For example.theCoalitionfor the 
Defense of the Panthers, a left- 
liberal defense group, recently ar- 
ranged a meeting wlth State’s At- 
torney Arnold Markle to demandthe 
release of the Panther prisoners 
on recognizance or bail. When the 
Coalltlon showed up for the meet¬ 
ing, however, it was told by 
Markle that he simply could not 
discuss the case wlth it because 
of the recent court order. 

On the defense slde, none of 
'the local groups working to free 
the Panthers can discuss the case 
publically with the lawyers invol- 
ved, and no quotations are allowed 
from any of the people working 
officially on the defense. The order 
is worked so broadly that thls 
ruling even covers law students and 
others doing volunteer work on the 
case. Thls is limiting rlght now, 
but even worse, once the trial 
starts, lt will prevent the daily 
press conferences that have been 
so important ln the Chicago con- 
spiracy defense. 

The ban agalnst picketlng with- 
in 500 feet of the court house is 
not only unconstitutional—it is rid- 
iculous. No onecanrationally argue 
that a demonstration across the 
Street from the courthouse could 
interfere with the "proper func- 
tioning” of the court in any way. 


prejudicial effect on public opinlon 
cannot be denied. 

The limitation on coverage of the 
trial to the point of forbidding 
sketches in court and prohibition 
of coming and golng during the 
trial Is a pathetlc attempt by the 
government cocutoff any possibility 
of direct media coverage of the 
trial. Anyone who has attended the 
Chicago consplracy prosecution can 
teil you that it ls a heil of a lot 
more shocking toactuallysee Bobby 
chained and gagged than it is to 
see drawings of lt on Huntley-Brin- 
kley. But apparently the govern¬ 
ment ls afraid to let even thls 
llttle bit of direct coverage get 

The Panther prisoners are now 
ln jall, totally in the hands of the 
State. They will be tried by a le¬ 
gal system that has been stacked 
agalnst them from the start. Wlth 
these two strikes agalnst them, 
there ls only one path left to the 
Black Panther Party and their 
Movement sisters and brothers who 
want to aid them: a masslve appeal 
to public opinlon concerning the na¬ 
ture of the case and the Panthers in 
general. Such work would hopefully 
influence public opinlon in New 
Haven and might even reach a few 
prospective jurors. Thls approach 
is frustratingly indirect, hard to 
pull off, and Is of limited value, but 
it is the only weapon the Movement 
has left In such a situation. 

It appears to have worked ln cases 


The Coalltlon to Defend the 
Panthers plans a public attack on 
the order. TTie Coalition and the 
People’s Committee to Free the 
Panthers will show that the Palmer 
order is not only a violation of the 
Black Panther prisoner’s rlghts 
but also an infrlngement of the 
rights of tlioseinthecommunity who 
are concerned about the case. 

Thls kind of public attack by the 
iCoalitlon and the People’s Com¬ 
mittee has, incidentally, begun to 
flush out other community groups 
that had previously remained si- 
lent on the case. Such groups as the 
Human Relations Council, the Coun- 
cil of Churches, and the Yale Law 
Women’s Association, to name a 
few, have begun to make statements 
demanding justice for the Panthers. 
While these statements are not as 
politically oriented as one might 
hope, they do show that despite 
restrlctions llke the Palmer court 
order, the Movement ln New Haven 
has begun to reach many different 
kinds of groups concerning the 
treatment of the Panthers. 

The Movement will be on trial 
next Spring ln New Haven as it 
is on trial now in Chicago. The 
government will continue to try 
to silence the Panthers, and they 
will subsequently try to silence 
those who come to the aid of the 
Panthers. Fighting thls represslon, 
especlally when it is couched in 


court orders whlch as so hard to 
deal with, wiU be difficult. Move¬ 
ment groups lnside and outslde of 
New Haven will have to work to¬ 
gether carefully and politically. lt 
may well seem at times that the 



government has all the weapons on 
lts slde, llke gags and chains for 
Bobby Seale, and that it keeps in- 
venting new weapons, llke the Pal¬ 
mer court order In New Haven. 
But the more they jall people for 
their political beliefs, andthemore 
they deny people the rlght to a fair 
trial and to free speech, the more 
powerful the weapon of spreading 
th truth becomes for those of us 
who are still on the outslde.

When the Black Panther Party 
and two support groups finally be- 
gan to get press coverage this 
Fall for their criticisms of the 
press and police and for their 
demands for justice for the 
Panthers, Judge Palmer issued hls 
court order which tries to silence 
those most involved in the defense 
of the Panthers. He dld this (al- 
legedly to assure the defendants a 
fair triall) without even Consulting 
the defense lawyers, which is the 
common practice with this kind of 
court order. 

It is not surprising, therefore, 
that Palmer’s order, although it 
superficially applies to both sides, 
is a blessing for the prosecution 
and a curse for the defense. It 
will -seriously limit the defense 
from this point on unless it is 


knows that this limitation effect- 
ively prohibits a demonstration on 
the New Haven green or anywhere 
else in the immediate downtown 
area. 

The section of Palmer’s order 
requiring a search of everyone 
attending either the hearings or the 
trial itself (which incidently is 
"voluntary,” but if you don’t sub- 
mit to a search, you don’t get in) 
is a blatant attempt by the govern¬ 
ment to legitimize a racist pre- 
mise: that the Panthers are a 
prior dangerous, and furthermore, 
that anyone concerned with the 
Panthers, whether lawyers or spec¬ 
tators, is also dangerous. That 
this violation of the Fourth Amend- 
ment is supposedly made to pro¬ 
leet the defendants is a government 
trick that will fooi no one, but its 


the third strike agalnst us, so that 
they will not only be able todestroy 
the Panthers but will be able to do 
so quietly and with a minimum of the 
embarrassing "confusion" that is 
going on at the Chicago conspiracy 
trial. 

The Panthers, their lawyers, and 
their Movement allies do not plan 
to let this happen. The Palmer order 
has already been challegned in 
court as unconsitutional on several 
grounds. It has been attacked as 
vague, biased and as a violation of 
the consitutional right to free 
speech. Specifically, the fact that 
the judge issued the order having 
consulted only with the prosecution 
violates a Supreme Court ruling 
in Walker vs. Birmlngham. 

But of course legal moves against 
this. court order will not beenough. 


There are people all across this 
country who have decided wlthln 
themselves, that there is some¬ 
thlng much more important than 
gettlng high, and pimping women 
and generally doing their ownthlng. 
They have come to realize that 
there is somethlng wrong some- 
where, when the flag that they have 
been pledging their allegiance to 
is involved ln every war around 
the world. Wars which have no 
humane reasons to be golng on. 
Millions of people cry, "Stop the 
War” and the war still continues 
to go on. Whose government is 
thls? 

These people have decided that 
in order for people to have the 
best humanity can offer, some- 
things have to be sacrificed for 
the saké of humanity, and every- 
day you hear about these people, 
being murdered, being unconstitu- 
tionally jalled, being harasssd by 


pigs who have no regard for hu¬ 
man rlghts.

21 TRIAL MAKES FALSE START 


New York—"We plead guilcy to 
belng Black in racist America, 
that’s wlut we plead guilty to...," 
protested one defendant amid the 
uproar inspired by Justice M. 
Murtaughof the New York S jpreme 
Court when he asked 14 Black 
Panther defendants to coine for- 
ward to make their pleas. They 
had just been handed a new and 
somewhat heavier indictment in 
the bombing conspiracy case 
cooked up last April by Manhattan 
D.A. Frank Hogan to elimlnate 
the New York Branch of the 
Black Panther Party. 

The Nov. 17 hearing was orl- 
ginaily expecced to mark the be- 
ginning of the New York Panther 
21 trial. A militant Panther-led 
picket line with about 700particl- 
pants marched all morning back 
and forth in front of the court- 
house. 

But Monday afternnon provedto 
be jast one more exhibltlon of 
the court’s racist arrogance and 
readiness to crush politicaloppo- 
nents by any means necessary. 
The defendants followed the pat- 
terii set at previous hearings by 
containing their anger as the judge 
handed down the new indictment. 

But when the patiënt and well- 
precedented arguments of defense 
lawyers Gerald B. Lefcourt, Wil- 
liam Craln and Sanford Katz for 
an immediate and vast reduction 
of the astronomical bail (under 
Which the defendants have been 
jailed for the last eight months) 
failed to make any lmpression 
whatsoever on the bland au- 
thoritiarian behind the bench, the 
Panther defendants rosé from 
their seats and shouted impas- 


sioned denounclations of the 
court's racism. 

When many of the 100 spec¬ 
tators li Murtaugh's courtroom, 
which was chosen for the Panther 
trial because it is just about the 
smallest courtroom in New York 
City, joined the defendants in 
clenching fists and chanting, 
"POWER TO THE PEOPLEI", 
M.irtaugh ordered the squadron 
of 21 uniformed marshals on duty 
to empty the court of the spec¬ 
tators. 

"You don't respect us. How do 
you expect us to respect yoj?" 
Asked one defendant agaln and| 
again whlle the courtroom was 

being cleared. 

A couple of mlnutes later, the 
spectators gone, the Judge tried 
to gavel the court back to order, 
but the Panihers continued todefy 
his pretense of authority with re- 
marks that challenged the legiti- 
macy of the court. The defense 
lawyers continued to raise points 
that the Judge was unable to con- 
test. He ignored them instead. 

When the defense asked the 
court to set reasonable bail for 
a defendant who was originally 
arrested while being treatedfor an 
eplleptic seizure i and who has 
since had 15 fits, without treat- 
ment, several of which took him 
near death, the Judge merely 
looked the other way. 

The defense argued for reduc¬ 
tion of bail, which in most cases 
is set at the impossible fee of 
$100,000 (doubly impossible be¬ 
cause no bondsman would write 
the bond for fear of losing his 
license), on the ground that a 
week before Federal Judge Mar¬ 


vin E. Frankel had reduced to 
between $20,000 and $50,000 the 
bail of four Whites arrested and 
accused of having set off bombs 
in eight corporate and govern- 
ment buildings. Each had been 
held on $500,000 bail at first, 
but as Judge Frankel ruled, 
astronomical bail is no bail at 
all, a "patently obvious decen- 
tion" in direct conflict with the 
Constitution. 

The defense insis ted that the 
court take note of a New York 
statute that guarantees every de¬ 
fendant a trial wlthin 180 days 
except in extreme cases, that the 
defendants were being held under 
maximum security in seven dif¬ 
ferent prisons, that the defense 
was being obstructed from pre¬ 
paring lts case because prison 
authorities did not allow the law¬ 
yers and the defendants to meet 
as a group, and that the impos¬ 
sible bail was clearly nothing but 
punishment without a trial. 

Murtaugh sat like a stone.Even 
when he spoke, he sat like astone. 
He blamed all delay on the de¬ 
fense and hinted that the defense 
could expedite the trial if it wanted 
to by simply refraining from de¬ 
fense (by not making motions or 
conferring with clients, etc.). 

The defense counsel noted that 
there is in reality a "dual Sys¬ 
tem of justice"; he reflected on 
the searchlng of spectators be¬ 
fore the hearing began, which 
skipped some Whites but touched 
every Black. One defendant called 
Murtaugh "a wbite-halred racist 
pig" and another shouted: "You 
are sitting so calm and cool and 
collected because you don’t have 
to stay in jall eatlng that slop 


for eight months." 

But the Judge’s decision was 
final: grant no defense motions. 
Give no explanations. Just turn 
them down. 

The Judge reread the original 
bail figures without comment. He 
then asked the defendants to plead 
guilty or not guilty to the 
charges of the new indictment. 
Another commotion. The epilep- 
tic Panther pleaded guilty to his 
epilepsy. Others pleaded guilty to 
being Black. One pleaded guilty 
to having dignified a kangaroo 
court by remaining silent in all 
the other hearings since the ori¬ 
ginal conspiracy indictment in 
April. 

The Judge rosé to his feet 
and glared at his accusers. He 
gavelled and scowled and or¬ 
dered the marshals to escort the 
Panthers back to their cells. One 
defendant whipped around to con- 
front a marshal: "Don’t you touch 
me you motherf—king racist 
pig I” The mashal lowered his 
arm. 

As soon as the Panthers were 
gone, Justice Murtaugh gave the 
defense attorneys a lecture. He 
called their remarks "inflamma- 
tory" and blamed the outbursts 
from the defendants on the 
words of the defense. 

"Those words were facts,’’ob- 
served the defense. 

“You have an obligation to de- 
fend your clients,” the court ad- 
mitted with Agnew-like tem¬ 
per ance," but you have an equal 
obligation not to insult the court 
and your society". The Judge set 
Dec. 15 as the date of the trial. 

While the Nov. 17 indictment 
has yet to be fully analysed, 


it looks very much like one re- 
turned last April. The original 
accused 21 members of the New 
York Black Panther Party ofcon- 
spiring to destroy the "power 
structure" and specifically, the 
New York Botanical Gardens, a 
stretch of Long Island Railroad 
track, and midtown stores of 
Macy’s, Alexander’s. Blooming- 
dale’s, Korvette, and Aber- 
crombie & Fitch at the height 
of the Easter shopping season. 

The new indictment expands the 
D.A.’s hoax to inciude a 22nd 
Panther defendant and to add a 
subway switchlng-control roomto 
the list of alleged targets. All 
22 are charged with first-degree 
conspiracy, arson, attempted 
murder, reckless endangerment, 
possession of ill^gal weapons, and 
criminal mischief. Enough tolock 
them up for life. 

Anyone familiar with the Black 
Panthers knows that terrorism is 
completely contradictory to the 
Party’s programs and methods, 
which are based on serving the 
people, not killing them, and that 
the “conspiracy'' is a fabrica- 
tlon, a big lie, a classical tactlc 
of fascism. D.A. Hogan made a 
number of announcements in April 
calculated to play on the absurd 
but widespread fantasies in the 
public mind. More than once, 
headlines screamed from the 
cover of the New York Daily News, 
which has the largest circulation 
of any American daily, totallyun- 
substantiated charges against the 
Panthers. 

It’s hard to guess what sort of 
jury that will turn up in December.

On looking at how this govern¬ 
ment is run and studying all the 
foul and deceitful things it has 
done, it should be no problem to 
the people in figurlng out how ri- 
diculous a conspiracy charge is.The 
21 Black Panthers who were ln- 
dtcted for conspiracy to blow up 
department stores, can rightfully 
be lndicted on conspiracy to serve 
the people and expose this gov¬ 


ernment for all the foul things it 
has done and contlnues to do daily 
in other countries and right here 
in our Black communlties. The 
Black Panther Party serves the 
people through programs such as 
our Free Breakfast Program for 
Chlldren, Free Health Clinlcs, 
Liberation Schools and other Pro¬ 
grams which we are implementing 
throughout our many Black com- 
munities. 

The 21 Black Panthers who were 
lndicted and who have been in- 
dicted again on new charges are 
servants of the people. In fact, 
they were in the process of serv¬ 
ing the people when they were 
kldnapped from their homes at 
5:00 am.

The socialist system ls a most 
advanced soclal system under 
whlch power is ln the hands of

In our society, the 
entire people partlclpate freely ln 
the politics of the country, exer- 
clse state power for thelr revo- 
lutlonary cause, choose their oc- 
cupatlons and professions accord¬ 
ing to their ability and aptitude, 
and work, study and live with full 
enjoyment. In capitallst society 
where the means of production are 
private property and the alm of 
production is to squeeze out more 
profits for thecapitalistsand land- 
ed proprletors, the masses of the 
producers are obllged to work to 
keep body and soul together and 
have no Interest in the develop- 
ment of production andtechniques. 
In socialist society, however, the 
means of production are public 
property and the working people 
work for the country and society 
and for themselves. This brings 
the masses of the people to glve 


full play to their inexhaustible 
Creative inltive an d talents to 
develop production steadily and 
swiftly. In socialist society all 
branches of' the national economy 
and all enterprisesareorganically 
llnked with each other on the basis 
of the community of aims and in- 
terests. So there is no anarchy 
of production and overproductlon 
crisis as in capitallst society, the 
national economy develops plan- 
fully and proportionately and all 
the manpower and materlal re¬ 
sources and the potentialities of 
production in the country can be 
tapped and turned to account most 
efflciently. Moreover, under the 
socialist system there exists 
nelther exploiter nor exploitedand 
tlfe fruits of labour go entirely 
tb th'e’ehliancement of the welfare 
of the working people, and the liv¬ 
ing Standards of the people rise 
systematlcally with the rapid 
growth of production. 

The capitallst path is the path 
öf exploita'tion and oppression, 
stóyery and riiln, while the social¬ 
ist path is the path leading to the 
abolition of class exploitation and 
national oppression, to the free¬ 
dom and happiness of the entire 
people and complete independence 
and pYósperity of the country. 

The two diametrically different 
realities ln North and South Korea 
furnish a striking example of it. 
In the northern half of the Republic, 
the most Progressive, socialist 
system has been established whlch 
is free from exploitation and op¬ 
pression and the foundations of a 
powerful Independent national 
economy have been laid, and the 
people ln the northern half enjoy 
genuine freedom and happiness, 
whereas South Korea has been 
turned inot U.S. imperialism's 
colonyand military base for ag- 
gresslon, its economy has utterly 
been dllapldated, and the people are 
groanlng under terrorism and 
tyranny, deprived of all political 
freedom and even elementary 
democratie rlghts, and are suf¬ 
fe ring from hardships oflifenever 
known in thousands of years. 

Historical experience shows that 
a people who have got rld of the 
colonial yoke of imperialism must 
take the socialist path. A people 
who have won iridepéridence should 
actlvely strive to crush the sub- 
versive manoeuvrings of foreign 
imperialism anddovestlc reaction, 
strengthen the revolutlonary for- 
ces and establlsh a Progressive 
social system, and build an in¬ 
dependent national economy and 
national culture. This alone wlll 
enable tliem to advance dy- 
namlcally along the shor cut tothe 
freedom and happiness of the peo¬ 
ple and national independence and 
prosperity without repeating the 
bitter hlstory of throeanddlstress 
which capitalism has inevitably 
gone through. 

Capitalism has already llvedout 
its days and is rushing ever more 
precipltately every day along the 
road to its doom. Socialism and 
communlsm represent the brlght 
future o f mankind, and it ls an 
inexorable law of historical de- 
velopment that all natlons head 
for socialism and communism. 

In future too, we will continue 
to advance steadily along the 
socialist path without the sllghtest 
vacillation.

FASCIST TACTICS 


On Tuesday, November 11, at 
approximately 6: 30 p.m. Claude 
Artist and myself were putting 
up posters about the two Free 
Breakfast Programs in New Haven, 
when a pig drove up. After he 
got off the radio he got out of the 
car and asked what we weredoing. 

I told him very plainly that we 
were putting up posters about the 
Free Breakfast Program. He told 
us to stay where we were. We 
inquired if we were under arrest 
and the pig said "no", so I said 
that we were leavlng, andwedidn't 
have to listen to him. The pig 
then said I was under arrest. He 
got back on the raido and within 
15 seconds 12 cars of pigs were 
on the set. 

People from the community 
came out of their houses to see 
what the pigs were dolng in their 
community. The pigs tore the pos¬ 
ters down and stepped on them. 
I pointed out to the people the low- 
natured and foolish actions of the 
pigs, and that these actions would 
not stop the Free Breakfast Pro¬ 
gram. The pigs didn’t like this 
and started waving clubs in my face, 
telling the people to go home or 
face arrest. I told the people to go 
home because they couldn'tpos- 
sibly deal with those armed pigs. 


1 yelled “ALL POWER TO THE 
PEOPLE”, as the pigs escorted 
me to a pig wagon. I heard people 
cussing at the pigs outside the 
wagon. I yelled out again, “ALL 
POWER TO THE PEOPLE,andfor 
them to go home. 

Then a sister said, “Why didyou 
arrest herV' The pigs grabbedthe 
sister Regina Burruss who lives 
at 280 West Portsea St. and beat 
her in the legs and stomach with 
their clubs. What could a 5’ 4" 
sister 5 months pregnant possibly 
do to 45 armed pigs 7 Amiscarrage 
may result from theatrocious.un- 
warranted, unjust, inhumane act¬ 
ions of these pigs against sister 
Regina, (Pig-a low natured animal 
with no concern for human life). 
Eugene Burruss, Regina’s brother 
asked the pigs why she was ar- 
rested and why such actions had 
to be taken against her, he was 
thrown into a truck. Two other 
brothers and a sister were also 
arrested and beat by these fascist 
pigs. Several others were also 
beaten and brutalized but man- 
aged to escape. 

We can clearly see that these 
pigs who occupy our communities 
are not there to protect the people 
or defend the peoples’ interests, 
but are only there to keep us poor 


and oppressed. Polnt #7 of the 
Black Panther -Party Platform 
States: "We want an immediate 
end to police brutality and mur¬ 
der of Black people." A feasible 
solution to this problem is com¬ 
munity control of the police. The 
police would have to come from 
or reside in the community in 
which they are worklng. The peo¬ 
ple of each community would deal 
with the police through their elect- 
ed councils. If the pigs refuse to 
lmplement this plan, we can end 
police brutality in our Black com¬ 
munity by organizing Black self- 
defense groups that are dedicated 
to defending our Black community 
from racist police oppression and 
brutality. The Second Amendment 
to the Constitution of the United 
States gives a right to bear arms. 
We therefore believe that all Black 
people should arm themselves for 
self-defense.

On November 13, 1969, brother 
Jake Winters was felled by those 
dirty treacherous creatures called 
pigs. The brother was a profound 
revolutionary. He worked seven 
days a week for the people. He 
participated in the Black Panther 
Party Free Breakfast for Child¬ 
ren Program, and was helping 
contract the people’s Free Med- 
lcal Care Cllnic. 

November 13, brother Jake was 
killed in the line of duty, serving 
the masses and defending the Black 
community from the aggression of 
those murderous pigs who make 
mass interventions into our com¬ 
munities under the dlsgulse of law 
and order. The pigs who on their 
weekly search and destroy misslon 
to spread terror and murder and 
brutality throughout the Black 
community, departed with their 
pants down and their a--es 
showing. 

Brother Jake immediately began 
to defend the Black community 
against these Nazi storm troopers 
of Nlxon’s fascist regime.He put 
hls life on the line and dealt the 
pigs the blggest loss they have 
recelved since their defeat at the 
Henry Horner housing projects. 
The people who were on the scene 
then began to defend their lives 
and property. There was a battle 
in which Jake and the people de- 
stroyed three of the enemy soldlers 
and sent eight to the hospital. In 
the ensuing battle brother Jake was 
killed. 

It is proven fact and a reallty 
that Daley* s task force makes dally 
and weekly raids on the Black com¬ 
munity. They murdered llttle John 
Soto who was slxteen years old, 
Micheal Soto who was 20 years 
old and shot vlley and unconcer- 
ned Into every wlndow of the Henry 
Horner projects, injurlng scores 
of children. They murdered Jimmy 
Tucker, they murdered Wayne 
Black, Llnda Anderson and untold 
others. 

Brother Jake a true revo¬ 
lutionary and a member of the 
Black Panther Party was a public 
servant and a guardlan of the 11b- 
ertles of the people. He showed 
the responslbility and the dedica- 
tion of the Black Panther Party to 
the interests of the people in the 
oppressed communities.

PIG BEATS FARM WORKER 


November 23, 1969 

A volunteer worker for the 
United Farm Workers Organlzlng 
Committee AFL-CIOwas viclously 
attacked byasecurlty guard.whlle 
passing out leaflets at a Safeway 
Market on Newhall and Williams 
Avenue, ln San Francisco, last 
Saturday, Mr. Douglas Hayes was 
participating ln the Farmworkers' 
Thanksgivlng activltles, by passing 
out leaflets in front of Safeway 


stores, asklng the customers not 
to put grapes on thelr Thanks¬ 
givlng tables. A securlty guard 
from the Safeway Stores approach- 
ed Mr. Hayes, asklng him toleave 
the premises. Mr. Hayes refused, 
pointing out the recent Suprème 
Court Reversal Declsion, which 
allows indlviduals the rlghts to 
leaflet ln front of Supermarket 
doors. When Mr. Hayes refused 
to leave, the securlty guard, re- 
sponded by strlkinghlm repeatedly 


over the head and shoulders wlth 
a bllly club, threatening to klll 
him lf he didn’t leave.

TO THE R.N. A 


This is Huey P. Newton, at Los 
Padres, California 1969, September 13. 

Greetings to the Republic of New 
Africa and President Robert Williams. 
Pm very happy to be able to welcome 
you back home. I might add that this is 
perfect timing. And we need you very 
much, the people need you very much. 
And now that the consciousness of the 
people is at such a high level, perhaps 
they will be able to appreciate your 
leadership, and also be ready to move 
in a very revolutionary fashion. 

Some time ago I received a message 
from the Republic of New Africa witha 
series of questions conceming the 
philosophy of the Black Panther Party; 
and very detailed questions on certain 
stands, and our thinking on these pos- 
itions. At that time I wasn’t prepared 
to send a message out. Pv had to 
think about many of the questions, and 
due to the situation here it’s very dif- 
ficult for me to communicate, so that 
explains this lapse in time between 
question and answer. I won’t be able 
to expound on all the questions, but I 
would like to give some general ex- 
planations to the Black Panther Party’s 
position, as related to the Republic of 
New Africa. 

The Black Panther Party’s position 
is that the Black, henhle in tho nnuntw 


and we feel that the Republic of New 
Africa is pefectly justified in demand- 
ing and declaring the right to secede 
the union. So we don’t have any, 
contradiction between the Black 
Panther Party’s position and the Repub¬ 
lic of New Africa’ s position that I 

know, it’s simply a matter of timing. 
We feel that certain conditions will 
have to exist bef ore we’re even given 
the right to make that choice. We also 
take into consideration the fact that if 
Blacks at this very minute were able 
to secede the union, and say have 
five States, or six States. lt would be 
impossible to function in freedom side 
by side with a capitalistic imperialis¬ 
tic country. We all know that mother 
Africa is not free simply because of 
imperialism, because of Western 
domination. And there’s no indication 
that it would be any different if we were 
to have a separate country, here in 
North America. As a matter of fact, by 
all logic we would suffer imperialism 
and colonialism even more so than the 
Third World is suffering it now. They 
aregeographicallybetter located, thou- 
sands of miles away, but yet they are 
not able to be free simply because of

position, as related to the Republic of 
New Africa. 

The Black Panther Party’s position 
is that the Black people in the country 
are definately colonized, and suffer 
from the colonial plight more than any 
ethnic group in the country. Perhaps 
wiht the exception of the Indian, but 
surely as much even as the Indian 
population. We too, realize that the 
American people in general are colon¬ 
ized. And they’re colonized simply 
because they’re under a capitalistic 
society, with a small clique of rulers 
who are the oumers of the means of 
production in control of decision 
making, they’re the decision making 
body. Therefore, that takes thefreedom 
from the American people in general. 
And they simply ujork for the enrich- 
ment of this mling class. As far as 
Blacks are concemed, ofcourse, we’re 
at the very bottom of this ladder, we’re 
exploited not only by the small 
group of mling class, we’re op pres sed, 
and repressed by even the workingclass 
Whites in the country. And this is 
simply because the mling class, the 
White mling class uses the old Roman 
policy of divide and conquer. In other 
words, the White working class is 
used as pawns or tools of the mling 
class, but they too are enslaved.Soit’s 
with that historical thing of dividing 
and mling, that the mling class can 
effectively and successfully keep the 
majority of the people in an oppressed 
position; because they’re divided in 
certain interest groups, even though 
these interests that the lower class 
groups carry doesn’tnecessarily serve 
as beneficial to them. 

As far as our stand on separation, 
we’ve demanded, as youvery well know, 
a plebiscite of the U.N. to supervise, 
so that Blacks can decide whether 
they want to secede the union, or what 
position they’ll take on it. As far as 
the Black Panther Party is concemed 
we’re subject to the will of the ma¬ 
jority of the people, but we feel that 
the people should have this choice.

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not able to be free simply because of 
highly technological developments, 
the highest technological developments 
that the West has that makes theworld 
so much smaller, one small neighbor- 
hood. 

So taking all these things into con- 
sideration, we conclude that the only 
way that we’re going to be free is to 
wipe out once and for all the oppress- 
ive stmcture of America. We realize 
we can’t do this without a popular 
struggle, without many alliances and 
coalitions, and this is the veasan. that 
we’re moving in thedirection that we < 
are to get as many alliances as pos- 
sible of people that are equally dis- 
satified with the system. And also we’re 
carrying on, or attempting to carry on 
a political education campaign, so that 
the people will be aware of the con- 
ditions and therefore perhaps they will 
be able to take steps to controlling 
these conditions. We think this is the 
most important thing at this time; is 
to be able to organize in some fashion 
so that we’ll have a formidable force 
to challange the stmcture of the Ameri¬ 
can empire. 

So we invite the Republic of New 
Africa to struggle with us, because 
we know from people whom Tve talked 
to ,Cl’ve talked to May Mallory, and 
other people familiar with the philo- 
sophy of the Republic of New Africa) 
they seem to be very aware that the 
whole stmcture of America will have 
to be changed, in order for the people of 
America to be free. And this is again 
with the full knowledge and the full 
view of the end goal of the Republic 
of New Africa to secede. In 
other words we’re not really handling 
this question at this time because we 
feel that for us that it is somewhat 
premature, that I realize the physio- 
logical value of fighting foraterritory. 
But at this time the Black Panther 
Party feels that we don’t want to be 
in an enclave type situation where we 


would be more isolated than we already 
are now. We’re isolated in the ghetto 
areas, and we think that this is a very 
good location as far as strategy is 
concemed, as far as waging a strong 
battle against the established order. 
And again I think that it would be 
perfectly justified if the Blacks de- 
cided that they wanted to secede the 
union, but I think the question should 
be left up to the popular masses, the 
popular majority. So this is it in a 
nutshell. 

As I said bef ore, I don’t have the 
facilities here to carry on long dis- 
cussions, I look forward to tqlking with 
Milton Henry in the near future (if it’s 
possible, I know that he has his hands 
full now) or representatives of the 
Republic of New Africa. So we can talk 
these things over. There are many 
things that I don’t know about the po¬ 
sition of the Republic of New Africa, 
there are things I heard, things I read, 
l’m in total agreement with. I would 
like for the Republic of New Africa to 
know that we support Robert Williams 
and his plight at this time, that we 
support him one hundred per cent, and 
we’re willing to give all services asked 
of us; and we would like to find out 
exactly what we can do that would be 
most helpful in the court proceedings 
coming up, what moral support we 
could give. Perhaps we could send 
some representatives, and wewillpub- 
lish in our paper, The Black Panther, 
articles educating people to Robert 


Williams’ position or the criminal 
activities that he’s been victim of for 
some eight or nine years. I would 
also like to request of the Republic 
of New Africa to give us some sup¬ 
port in Bobby Seale, our Chairman 
of the Black Panther Party. Bobby 
Seale is now in prison as you know 
in San Francisco, he has a case coming 
up in Chicago, and one in Connecticut, 
and we invite the Republic of New 
Africa to come in support. We would 
like this very much, and whatever 
moral support they could possibly 
give, we would welcome it. 

We should be working closer together 
than we are, and perhaps this would be 
an issue that we could work together 
on. The issue is the political 
prisoners of America, and people as 
one to stand for the release of 
all political prisoners. This might 
be a rallying point where all the Black 
revolutionary organizations and parties 
could rally around. Because I tmly 
believe that some good comes out of 
every attack that the oppressor makes. 

It educates, it enlightens many people 
to his viciousness. So perhaps this will 
be a turning point in both our organ- / 
izations and parties. So I would like 
to say, “ALL POWER TO THE

The Nixon admlnlstratlon ls 
trylng lts best to Justlly lts po- 
llcy of aggresslon ln Vlet-Nam. 
On October 13, President Nixon 
sald: “We are on the path of 
peace." Mr Rogers sald that the 
U.S. “has de-escalated the war”. 
But facts have flatly rejected these 
assertlons. 

The Nixon admlnlstratlon far 
from “de-escalating the war” of 



aggresslon ln South Vlet Nam, 
keeps “malntalnlng maximum 
military pressure' ’, carrles on and 
lntenslfles the war. At the pre- 
vlous sesslons, we have put for- 
ward lrrefutable evldences of the 
U.S. lncreaslng flerceness ln lts 
war of aggresslon: the acceleratlon 
of sweep operatlons, the inten- 
slty of bombings and shelllngs, the 
extenslve spray ing of noxlous 
Chemicals and gases to klll the 
South Vlet Nam people. Wlthln 6 
days endlng October 10, the so- 
called “reductlon of B.52 air- 
craft's activlties'’was marked by 
thelr successlve 55 raids wlth 
8,500 tons of bombs, and on the 
nlght of October 13 alone, Phuoc 
Long provlnce recelved 1,500 tons 
of bombs. 

The lntensificatlon of the U S. 
war of aggresslon can even be 
proved by the American 
authoritles, statements. Mr. Lalrd 
has asserted that the U.S. “wlll 
press the war" and “wlll launch 
attacks" even tf the American 
forces are not attacked (UPI, Oc¬ 
tober 10). 

Along wlth the above sald lnten- 
siflcatlon of the war, the Nixon 
admlnlstratlon frantically speeds 
up theprogrammeof“Vletnamlza- 
tlon of the war”. lt lncreases the 
training and equlpment of the pup¬ 
pet army, urges the pup¬ 
pet troops on to the battlefield ln 
larger numbers to dte ln the place 
of the G I.'s. It pretends that thls is 
a “de-escalatory” measure. But 
the “Vietnamization of the war” 
ls in fact the prolongatlon of 
the U.S, colonlalist war of aggres¬ 
slon ln another form. 

In the polltlcal field, the Nixon 
admlnlstratlon spares no manoe¬ 
uvres to mantain lts puppet ad- 
mlnistration ln Saigon. Where 
as the South Vlet Nam urban pop- 
ulation demands the formatlon ofa 
peace cablnet, the Nixon admlnis- 
tration staged the farce of “re- 
shuffling the cabinet", changlng 
Thleu-Ky-Huong into Thleu-Ky- 
Khiem, and In fact maklng lts 
puppet admlnlstratlon still more 
dlctatorial and warlike, so as to 
serve its war of aggresslon better. 
By orders of the U.S., the Saigon

admlnlstratlon has ceaselessly 
commltted sangulnary crimes in 
the so-called “accelerated pacl- 
ficatlon”, carrled out repeated 
repression agalnst the press and 
the rellglous people, arrested and 
percecuted en masse all patrl- 
otlc and peace-lovlng people. 

The Nixon admlnstration’s po- 
llcy obviously alms at prolonging 
and lntenslfylng the war of ag- 
gression, so as to matntain lts 
neo-colonialistdomlnatlon ln South 
Vietnam. 

To serve that pollcy, the Amer¬ 
ican delegates to thls Conference 
have sought every means to coun¬ 
ter the loglcal and reasonable pro¬ 
posals of the Provisional Revo¬ 
lutionary Government of the Re- 
publlc of South Vlet Nam and the 
Government of the Democratie 
Republic of Vlet Nam for a 
correct settlement of the South 
Vlet Nam problem. Durlng all 
these 37 sesslons, the American 
delegates obstinately have clungto 
these absurd demands for “mu- 
tual troop withdrawaT', for the 
organlzation of electlons by the 
U S. puppet admlnlstratlon under 
the U.S puppet regime and the 
control of the U S. and puppet 
armles, ln other words, they have 
kept demandlng that the South Vlet 
Nam people lay down thelr arms 
and accept the U S neo-colonlallst 
dominatlon. 

In the face of the vlgorous con- 
demnatlon by public oplnlon, the 
Nixon admlnlstratlon has resorted 
to cunning schemes. It maskes a 
noisy clamour about “one roundof 
troop reductlon" after another. In 
fact, the “reduced" troops areln- 
stgnlflcant lf compared wlth the 
total half a mlllion American 
troops of aggresslon ln South Vlet 
Nam: such a reductlon affects in 
no way the U.S. war effort. The 
Nixon admlnlstratlon furtherplays 
the comedy of suspending B.52 
air bombings for 36 hours then of 
resumlng them agaln and clamor- 
lng about the “reductlon of B.52 
activlties". 

These are but trlcks aimlng at 
coverlng up its manoeuvre to pro- 
long the war of aggresslon and the 
U.S military occupation of South 
Vlet Nam, while evading the baslc 
problems. The question is that ln- 
stead of a prolonged and plece- 
meal wlthdrawal. the U.S must 
wlthdraw rapldly and totally lts 
troops of aggresslon from South 
Vlet Nam. The U S must put 
an end to lts war of aggresslon 
lnstead of reducing a few mili¬ 
tary activlties. 

In an attempt to appease the 
indignation of public oplnlon, part- 
icularly among the American 
people, the Nixon admlnlstratlon 
strives to create an atmosphere of 
artlflclal optlmlsm, pretendlng 
that the “programme of Vletnam- 
izing the war has madeprogress", 
that “American casualtles have 
been reduced”, etc... 

But the fact ls that the U.S. 
war of aggresslon is stalemated 
and slnking more deeply Into de- 
feat. The list of the U.S., pup¬ 
pet and satelllte troops' casu¬ 
altles keeps on lengthening. Their 
morale goes downlower and lower. 
The so-called "Vietnamization of 
the war" has proved more and 
more clearly to be an inevitable 
fiasco. The American magazine 
“Newsweek" wrote on September 
29 that the Vietnamization of the 
war is “illusion'', that the “per¬

The war of aggresslon carrled 
out by the Nixon admlnlstratlon 
in Vlet Nam has been strongly 
condemned by the whole world, 
the United States included. In an 
attempt to check the American 
people’s opposition to thls war, 
the Nixon admlnlstratlon. on the 
one hand, labels the antl-war 
Americans “defeatists” and, on 
the other, challenges that how- 
ever powerful the antl-war move- 
ment of the American people may 
be, it wlll be unable ‘ to sway" 
its pollcy. In the meantime, the 
Nixon admlnlstratlon appealstothe 
American people to set up a 
“United front" to support lts po- 
licy, in other words, to support 
the unjust war of aggresslon lt 
is pursuing in South Vlet Nam”. 

This war tramples upon the 
independence, sovereignty, unity 
and territorial integrity of Viet 
Nam, upon the genuine rlght to 
self-determination of the South 
Viet Nam people. It is the root 
of all the disasters and suffer- 
ings of the Vietnamese people. It 
“devastates systematically the 


more costly than the expenditure 
for housing and soclal develop- 
ment. The Congressional Records 
on September 5, 1969 also pointed 
out: “Beslde all the tragedy thls 
war brings to all the persons con- 
cerned, it threatens the stabllltyof 
the United States economy and up- 
sets the problems of national prio- 
rity". The prestige and honour of 
the United States have also been 
lmpaired serlously by this war. 

The U S. war of aggresslon ln 
Viet Nam also constitutes a threat 
to the peace ln Indo- China, South 
east Asia and the whole world. 
It is the most obvious manifes- 
tation of the gross violatlon of 
International law, trampling upon 
justice and human dignlty. 

That lswhy the Vietnamese peo¬ 
ple are determined to resist the 
U.S. war of aggresslon. The peo¬ 
ple throughout the world resolute- 
ly support the just struggle of 
the Vietnamese people. For their 
part, the American people are Uni¬ 
ted, not to support Mr. Nixon's 
pollcy of aggression, but to op- 
pose it. 

Yesterday, October 15, marked 
a new development in the move- 
ment of the American people de¬ 
mandlng that the Nixon admini- 


stratlon put an end to lts war of 
aggresslon In Vlet Nam. All over 
the United States, millions of peo¬ 
ple rosé up ln struggle, people 
from all walks of llfe: workers, 
students, intellectuals, business- 
men, clergymen, soclal workers, 
politicians, lncludlng many Sena¬ 
tors and Representatlves, govern- 
ors, mayors and members of city 
councils, etc. They left thelr jobs, 
boycotted classes, half-masted 
flags, wore mournlng armbands, 
sald prayers, held meetings and 
demonstrations ln protest agalnst 
the war of aggresslon, etc..Many 
Americans overseas lncludlng 
those in Saigon have taken part 
ln this movement. 

The American people are de¬ 
mandlng that the Nixon admlnl¬ 
stratlon put an end to lts war 
of aggresslon ln Viet Nam, “wlth¬ 
draw qulckly and totally" U.S 
troops from South Viet Nam, let 
thelr sons come back home and 
enjoy famlly llfe, and let the South 
Vlet Nam people deelde themselves 
their lnternal affalrs, without for- 
elgn lnterference. 

Mr. Sam Browii, a leader of 
the October 15 Moratorium sald: 
“the lmperative objectlve of the 
demonstratlon ls to demand the 
United States to wlthdraw rapldly 
from South Vlet Nam," 

The Unlons of the United Auto- 
Workers, Teamsters and.Chemlcal 
workers whlch lnclude nearly 4 
mlllion members lssued a joint 
statement polnting out: 

“We call upon our government 
to acknowledge reallties and ad- 
mit that there ls nothlng ln Viet 
Nam that ls worth one more drop 
of American blood...Theonlyques- 
tlon to ralse henceforth ls not 
whether we are golng to wlthdraw 
our troops, but how and when we 
wlll do It. We are United wlth 
those who claim that our troops 
must pull out rapldly and com- 
pletely." 

The slogans the American peo¬ 
ple used ln thls drive have proved 
the conformlty between the legi- 
tlmate demands of the American 
people and those of the Vietna¬ 
mese people. 

American people struggle to de¬ 
fend the honour of the United 
States, and save their sons from 
a useless death in Vlet Nam. Their 
struggle provides more facilitles 
for the development of friendshlp 
between Americans and Viet¬ 
namese. The Vietnamese people 
warmly hall the just struggle of 
the American Progressive people.

As a vlctim of the brutal war 
of aggresslon waged for years by 
the U.S, government, the Vietna¬ 
mese people, more than anyone 
else, deeply cherish peace. But 
not peace ln slavery. For over 
the past quarter of a century 
now, they have endured all 
sacrlflces and hardshlps, resolved 
as they were to flght back aggres¬ 
sion since nothlng is more pre- 
cious than independence and free- 
dom. And the South Viet Nam peo¬ 
ple have no other desire but to 
bulld an independent, peaceful, 
neutral, democratie and pros- 
perous South Vlet Nam, advanclng 
towards the reuniflcation of the 
Fatherland.

The accused men all served In 
Vietnam, all were wounded, and one 
was awarded the Bronze Star for 
bravery. They were sent to the 
hospltal at Mllllngton to recu- 
perate. 

They sald the charges agalnst 
them resulted from their defendlng 
themselves when they were at- 
tacked by 13 to 15 White marines 
armed wlth bllly clubs. 

The holder of the Bronze Star 
is Oscar Terry, 19, of Paducah, 
Ky.He was the flrst to be placed 
on trial after hls attorney, Wll- 
llam H. Allison, Jr., Lexlngton, 
Ky., asked for separatlon of the 
cases. 

Four or five White marines had 
testlfied before the court martial 
of seven White offlcers. Suddenly 
one of the jurors, a lieutenant 


Allison and Kent Spriggs, of 
Oxford, Miss.,anotherattorneyfor 
the marines, had also flled a sult 
ln the U.S District Court here to 
stop the prosecution. However, 
Judge Wllliam McCrea reserved 
a declslon pending furtherdevelop- 
ments at the Mllllngton trials. 

The other marines under 
charges are Arthur McCall, 20, 
Btrmlngham, Ala., Charles Nlck- 
son, 23, Memphls, and Perry Back- 
strom, 21, Merldian, Miss. 
Charges agalnst flve others have 
been dropped and one of the ac¬ 
cused, Joe Talton, died Oct. 31 
Attorney Allison is counsel for 
the Southern Conference Educa- 
tional 1'und (SCEF); he Is repre- 
sentlng the marines without fee.

AT.TORNEY LEONARD BOUDIN 
ARGUES IN FAVOR OF SOL- 
DIERS RIGHT TO DISTRIBUTE 
ANTI-WAR PAPER ON POST 

The struggle for the rlght of 
GI's to distribute anti-war papers 
on post was brought before Fed¬ 
eral District Court ln NorthCaro- 
llna last Wednesday when attor- 
neys Leonard Boudln and Davld 
Rosenberg of New York and Laugh- 
lln Mc Donald of Chapel Hlll, 
N.C., argued that First Amend- 
ment .'lghts cannot be restrlcted 
by the military. The partlcular 
case belng argued refers to the 
rlght of members of GI's United 
Agalnst the War In Vietnam at 
Fort Bragg to distribute thelr 
paper, Bragg Brlefs. The declslon, 
whlch wlll probably not be known 
for several weeks, wlll affect dls- 
trlbutlon of papers on many posts, 
however. 

The GI's have submitted four 
requests to distribute Bragg Brlefs 
slnce last July. Thelr requests 
have been turned down without ex- 
planatlon. The government claims, 
ln an affadavit by Commandlng 
General Tolson, that the content 
of Bragg Brlefs “...presented a 
clear danger to the loyalty, dis¬ 
cipline and morale of (my) com- 
mand." Government attorneys at- 
tempted to prove to the court that 
the cartoons and language of the 
newspaper were “contemptous" 
and would undermlne respect for

‘‘The Green Machine” Is an or- 
ganlzing project currently opera- 
ting out of a garage and staff 
house near Camp Pendleton, Call- 
fornla. Thelr goal has been to set 
up a coffee house for Marines, 
but thus far the local power struc- 
ture and Federal and Marine a- 
gents have kept them from rent- 
lng varlous locatlons by pressur- 
lng potential landlords.

At approximately 8 p.m., Nov¬ 
ember 14th, about forty or flfty 
Marines from the once-lsolated 
base of Camp Pendleton went on 
an ecstatlc trip to Los Angeles. 
Forty to flfty Marines are only 
a minor portlon of the total num- 
ber that wanted to make the trip. 
But due to the overwhelmlngly high 
stupidlty of the llfers, some of 
these lndlviduals were frlghtened 
away. Just because capltallstmlll- 
tarism has bralnwashed these ll¬ 
fers lnto believlng that thought 
brlngs about mlstakes and lg- 
norance brlngs about progress, 
they have set up a goal wlthln 
thelr green hearts to convert any 
snuffy (Ed, note: Marine enllsted 
man) who trles to thlnk for hlm- 
self and fulflll hls bellefs. Not 
that we Marines are malcontent 
people, but as long as the 
capltalist government uses theop- 
pressed people to achieve a more 
prosperous llfe for themselvesand 
constantly degrades the poor peo¬ 
ple, we’ 11 continue to protest and 
volce our oplnions about our be¬ 
llefs. 

The llfers’ simpllcity ls very 
obvlous to snuffles and just know- 
lng thls lnfluences the snuffles to 
pattern thelr way of living more 
after clvlllans. However, we're 
kept from fully exerclslng our be¬ 
llefs because ln splte of thelr 
seml-llteracy, the llfers have the 
baslc power of the military ln- 
vested ln them. 

An example of how they use thls 
lnvested power ls the way they 
went through changes to stop Ma¬ 
rine brothers from partlclpatlng ln 
the Moratorium. Some were put 
on weekend dutles llke rlot con- 
trol or forced to perform num- 
erous other lnsensible dutles. The 
brass’ most powerful weapon Is 
passing on false Information that 
lt ls lllegal to take part ln pro- 
tests llke the Moratorium, and 
hlntlng or threatenlngoutrighthow 
hard thlngs wlll be on thosewhodo 
partlclpate In what the llfers con- 
slder to be obscene acts.(Obscene 
acts, to them, lnclude any that 
contrlbute to a man’s volclng hls 
own oplnions and phllosophy.) 

But for those who managed to 
escape the slavery chains of the 
military, the trip was very edu- 
catlonal and a groovy time. We 
were all amazed at the number 
of concerned people who care a- 
bout our brothers ln Vlet Nam and 
theproblems that exlst wlthln the 
prlson gates of the military. We 
were also awfully satlsfled wlth 
ourselves because we had enough 
self-prlde to show people that we 
are now golng toasslst in extermin- 
atlng that genocldal war and the 
llllberal thlngs that exlst wlthln 
the military. One way to start is 
to lllumlnate problems we have ln- 
side the military that people on 
the outslde would never belleve. 

Belng ln the Corps and belng 
treated somewhat llke pet anlmals, 
we were emotlonally satlsfled at 
the way we were treated by the peo¬ 
ple we met. We were treated llke 
men. The freedom to express our 
feelings and bellefs about the lm- 
peralistlc war ln Viet Nam and the 
military to the public was some- 
thlng we hadn't been used to. I'm 
positlve now that more snuffles 
will begin to show people that we 
know we’re men and not human 
robots or gulnea plgs. (I don’t 
know why the military claims to 
make a man out of you when all 
it trles to do ls prevent you from 
using your Intellect, chlefly byha- 


The bus we were on (Ed. note: 
provlded by the L.A Peace Ac- 
tlon Councll) made lts first stop 
at the Valley Peace Center. There, 
a couple of Marines spoke for the 
group. In fact, they spoke for the 
majority of snuffles In the Corps. 
Llke we were really dlgging on 
what was coming down, andsensed 
a new lease on llfe. Never be¬ 
fore had any of us wltnessed a 
really heavy thing llke thls durlng 
our llfe ln the Corps. The people 
all around us were so serlously 
concerned about the thlngs we have 
to go through ln the military, and 
wlth the war as a whole. They 
were seeking answers from us to 
flnd out how big a problem we 
really face--and belleve me, we 
do face a big problem. 

After we left the Valley Peac6 
Center, we went to the Ash Grove. 
It's really what’s happening. U's 
a heavy set-up and we dug the place, 
It’s Just hard for me to get over 
belng treated llke a human belng 
lnstead of some diabollcal mon¬ 
ster without any kind of metality. 
Nobody made any kind of crlti- 
clsm such as, ‘‘You’re a Private 
and you wlll not lntegrate wlth 
us Gunnery Sergeants.” We were 
brought ln and accepted and thlngs 
llke rank and structure became 
non-exlstent. 

We returned early ln the 
mornlng. We’d been plcked up 
by people who dug what we were 
doing and who did what they dug. 
Fortunately they weren’ t tled up 
ln the binds of the military. These 
were people who reallzed the need 
for a better society for the poor, 
oppressedpeople (such as snuffles 
in the Corps) and the bourgeoisie 
(such as llfers in the Corps.) We 
were taken in and treated as lf we 
were part of the family. And of 
course nobody yet had mentioned 
anythlng about belng god over you 
because hls rank was higher... 

Saturday was the most heavlly 
educational day of all Around 10 
tfclock that mornlng, we made it 
over to one of the locatlons where 
the Black Panther Party serves 
thelr Free Breakfast forChlldren. 
Brother Bryan, head of the Ser- 
vlcemen’s Committee for the 
B P.P rapped to us and broadened 
our knowledge of the Breakfast 
Program and the baslc means of 
the B P.P. Wlille we were asklng 
questlons about the way theB P P 
functlons and lts major achieve- 
ments, we were served hot cof¬ 
fee. (One of the Black sisters serv- 
lng coffee had had her husband 
blown away by the L.A. plgs a 
month before.) 


Then we were served a meal. 
We Marines weren’t the only ones 
eatlng there—many children were 
too. We were all served grlts, 
eggs, frled chlcken, bread, and 
sweet rolls, thanks to funds made 
avallable by the Frlends of the 
Panthers. From some of the non- 
ylelding statements we had heard 
about the B P P , one would al- 
most expect to be polsoned. But 
to be liberal and speak frankly, 
lt was the best and most satis- 
fylng meal I’ ve had ln twenty 
months. (Pve been ln the Corps 
twenty months.) Now I don't have 
to wonder why I've been ha ving 
llttle stomach palns all that time. 
Well, to say the least, lt was 
deflnitely a change from that hog 
slop we are served ln the pure 
sanltatlon of the military esta¬ 
blishment. Belng more than con- 
vlnced of the value of such a 
meanlngful program, we made a 
small donation to asslst ln keep- 
lng lt golng. 

If the Panthers are such an aw- 
ful organlzatlon, why do they feed 
children every mornlng who would 
otherwlse be without anythlng to 
eat? If the fascist plgs are such 
a good organlzatlon, why do they 
go around brutallzlng people and 
not glve a damn who eats, as 
long as thelr slckening guts are 
stuffed? A lot of us had a change 
of attitude about the B P P. Bas- 
lng our knowledge on what we’d 
read ln newspapers and heard on 
the radio and through other forms 
of propaganda, we thought the Pan¬ 
thers were a racist organlzatlon. 
Well, there were a lot of White 
brothers there too, and I’m damn 
sure they weren’t brutallzed, ha- 
rassed, or dlscrlmlnated agalnst 
ln any kind of way. 1 can only 
come to one concluslon, and that 
is that the dollar-slgn imperial- 
lsts are hidlng the real facts from 
the masses so they can continue 
to place dlrty money ln their dir- 
ty, Infected pockets wlth thelr sy- 
phllltlc, diseased hands. 

Our next stop was McArthur 
Park. As we approached the stage, 
we were thrllled by loud, enthu- 
slastic applause. (Ed. note: Mc 
Arthur Park was the site of the 
major L A. Moratorium rally.) 
A couple of Marines made another 
speech. Both gave heavy raps and 
were really together on the ma¬ 
jor issues of mublllzation actlvi- 
tles. I’ m sure they proved to every- 
body that we weren't there to fooi 
around, but were totally serlous 
and belleved ln what we were do¬ 
ing They speclfied that the war 
ln Viet Nam is only hindering the 
rights of the Vietnamese people, 


unnecessarlly kllllng a lot of 
Americans and Vietnamese peo- I 
ple, and contrlbutlng to the econ- 
omy of the plgglsh lmparlallsts, 
wlll oink at any chance they get-- 
no matter what the prlce— I 
to count some more dollar bllls 
for their own complacency. 

We reallze that lf 'Nam was 
run by the people, the voraclous 
lmperlalists’ Standard of liv¬ 
ing would decllne conslderabjy. So 
what have they got to lose by that 
genocldal war? So what lf 40,000 
Americans have to be killed? It 
doesn’t mean a thing lf Innocent 
men, women and children are belng 
killed dally by napalm and 1,000 
pound bombs. 

My personal feellng is that the 
NVA and NLF are Innocent peo¬ 
ple protectlng thelr country from 
falllng lnto the claws of U.S, lm- 
perlallsm. If the U S. forces pulled 
out, there would be no war. Dig, 
there would be nobody to flght. 
So, down wlth U.S aggresslon and 
puppet leaders such as Thleu and 
Ky. They are only lackeys for U S. 
imperiallsm. In slrnple terms, 
they’ re just as guilty as the greedy 
capltallsts ln America. They are 
traltors to thelr people and are 
constantly attemptlng to bralnwash 
the masses by dlsguislng Yankee 
Imperiallsm. If Thleu and Ky are 
ever put on trial, they should be 
burnt for treason, mutlny, and 
false Information: we all know the 
maximum penalty for such cor- 
rupting offenses! 

Our last stop was at Topanga 
Canyon. It was a party belng thrown 
ln ourbehalf. Thls party was some¬ 
what different from what you mlght 
thlnk. Sure, we had wine, women, 
and muslc, but the most extended 
subject was what had happened 
durlng the actlvltles. Never be¬ 
fore had I wltnessed such together- 
ness and willlngness of Marines 
to galn knowledge from each other. 
We also dlscussed ways to conquer 
the llferlsm of the military. 

If we didn’t prove much, we 
were still a success. We proved 
to ourselves and other Marines 
that the plgglsh llfers can't stop 
us from partlclpatlng ln peace- 
ful demonstratlons. Now other Ma¬ 
rines will begin to volce thelr 
oplnions and bellefs and prove 
that we're golng to contrlbute to 
the overthrow of llferlsm and un- 
necessary genocldal wars. And 
we’11 also show that we’re tired 
and completely irrltated at these 
fascist pigs that are only Inter- 
ested in oinklng ther way lnto 
a higher bankroll and fattening 
their flabby, out-of-condltlon, 
sloppy looktng bodtes. 


authority. They also argued that the 
Federal government dld not have 
Jurisdiction to rule on an lnternal 
military matter, such as distrl- 
butlon of llterature on post. 

Chief Judge Algernon Butler, 
who heard the arguments presented 
by attorney Boudln and the gov¬ 
ernment, posed the problem in thls 
way: ‘‘Do military personnel suf¬ 
fer dlminutlon of constitutlonal 
rights, and lf so, to what extent? 
To what extent can freedom of 
speech of servlcemen be restrlcted 
where clvlllans would be free to 
talk. And by what standards wlll 
such restrictlons, lf any, be Ju- 
dlclally determined or examlned? 
How may the courts absorb the 
competlng claims of military free 
speech on the one hand and mili¬ 
tary discipline and control on the 
other?” 

Attorney Boudln made several 
polnts in favor of grantlng dls- 
trlbutlon rights. Flrstly.he argued 
that lf there is any “crlmlnallty” 
in Bragg Brlefs, that ls, anythlng 
that would lead to refusal of duty 
or disobeylng orders, the Army 
has a courts martlal procedure 
through whlch such “crlmlnallty" 
can be judged, and that to attempt 
to stop lt by not allowlng the dls- 
trlbution of the paper ls a form 
of prior censorshlp whlch vlolates 
the GI's First Amendment rights. 
He further stated that he did not 
belleve there was anythlng in Bragg 
Brlefs whlch lmplied “crlmlnal- 
ity.” 

Agalnst the charge of under- 
mlnlng morale by use of alleged 
“contemptous” language and car¬ 
toons, Boudln polnted out that the 
paper, whtle admlttedly satlrlcal, 
dld not direct ltself at any Indl- 
vlduals, and the rlght to attack a 
whole lnstitution ln such a man- 
ner is protected by the First 
Amendment. 

While presenting several other 
polnts in favor of dlstrlbutlon 
(whlch lncluded argulng that slnce 
the court had taken Jurisdiction 
when lt refused to stop the punl- 
tlve transfer of GI’s United leader 
Pvt. Joe Mlles to Alaska, lt could 
take jurisdiction now) the major 
polnt presented by Boudln ralsed 
the essential Issue ln the free¬ 
dom of speech problem. Thls ls 
the fact that the concept of a demo¬ 
cratie society ls built on free 
speech. While the government, ln 
lts brief, argued that “free speech 
depends on the survival of gov¬ 
ernment,” Boudln polnted out that, 
on the contrary, the survival of 
democratie government depends on 
the survival of free speech. “If 
we’ re talklng about a healthy so¬ 
ciety, the healthlest society would 
have freedom of speech vlrtually 
without llmltation." The more you 
allow people to express thelr dis¬ 
content, allow robust, caustlc, 111- 
mannered speech, the healthlerso¬ 
ciety wlll be. The polnt of having 
freedom of speech at all ls to 
allow people to lnfluence society. 
He used as an example of thls, 
the current movement to lmprove 
stockade condltions ln the Army 
whlch has resulted from the de- 
mands of both soldlers and clvll- 
ians. 

The declson on thls case wlll 
play a major part ln the lnjunc- 
tlve sult flled last spring on be- 
half of GI’s at Ft. Bragg. The 
case before the court on dtstri- 
butlon ls in the form of a motion 
for summary judgment. Both the 
motion for summary judgment and 
the lnjunctive sult were flled by 
attorneys Leonard Boudln of New 
York, Laughlln McDonald of Chapel 
Hlll, N.C., Howard Moore of At- 
lanta and Samuel S. Mitchell, of 
Raleigh, N.C., in assoclatlon wlth 
the GI Civil Liberties Defense 
Committee.

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HUEY'S 

APPEAL 

Part 13 

EDITOR’S NOTE: 

The followlng artlcle ls taken from the appeal pre- 
pared by the attorneys defendlng Huey P. Newton, Min¬ 
ister of Defense of the Black Panther Party. Huey*s 
attorneys have moved to have the case reviewed by 
the Court of Appeals of the State of Callfornia. The 
Black Panther News Paper wlll print the appeal ln 
part—every week to glve the people all the facts as 
to why Huey P Newton should be set free lmmedlately. 


The defense never ceased, from November 10, 1967, 
until the second day of jury dellberatlons, In September 
of 1968, In lts attempts to obtain the statement and the 
orlglnal recordlng. 

b. The fallure of the prosecutlon lo disclose the true 
statement of Henry Grler constltuted suppresslon of 
materlal evldence. 

1) Suppresslon. 

The facts permlt no dlspute as to the prosecutlon’s 
suppresslon of Grler's true statement. Taking the view 
most favorable to the prosecutlon, Grler’ s early dictabelt- 
recordlng statement contained an amblgultyastowhether 
he "dld" or "dldn’t” get a goodlookat Frey's assailant. 
The statement furnlshed the court and counsel by the 
prosecutlon contained the word "dld." 

The prosecutlon not only falled to disclose Grler' s 
statement, but also represented to the court, jury and 
defense that Grler had earller sald exactly the opposite 
of what he truly sald wlth respect to a view of the 
assailant's face. 

The prosecutlon was, at the least, gullty of fraud ln 
representlng to be certaln what Infact was most uncertaln 
and what lt ln factknew to be uncertaln. The Leglslature's 
definltlon of fraud includes: 

"2. The posltlve assertlon, in a manner not war- 
ranted by the Information oftheperson maklnglt, of 
that whlch ls not true, though he belleves lt to be 
true." (Clvll Code sectlon 1572, sub. 2.) 

Uncontroverted evldence here shows that the prosecutlon 
was at least unsure whether the dictabelt contained the 
word "dld" or "dldn’t", and yet declded to resolve the 
doubt ln lts own favor. 

The prosecutlon furnished no courter-affldavlts and 
never denied the fact that in an earller work copy of the 
Grler transcrlptlon the prosecutlon’S owndraft contained 
the word “dldn’t." (R.T 3763, 3773; C.T. 248). 

Thls unllateral declslon to usurp the functlon of judge 
and jury constltutes grlevous misconduct. Grlffln v. 
United States, 183 F. 2d 990 (D.C Clr. 1950); Application 
of Kapatos, 208 F, Supp. 883 (S.D.N Y 1962); People 
v. Whltmore, 257 N.Y.S. 2d 787, 42 Mlsc 2d 506 (1965). 

As the Grlffln court stated (183 F. 2d at 993); 

“ W hen the re is substantlal roo m for dou bt, the p rosecutlon 
ls not to deelde for the court..." 

The prosecutlon’s misconduct hereinabove detailed 
violates due process of law without regardtothe showlng 
of further prejudice See Mooney v. Holohan, 294 U S 
103, 55 S. Ct 340 (1935); Pyle v. Kansas, 317 U.S 213, 

63 S. Ct. 177 (1942) Miller v. Paté, 386 U.S. 1, 87 
S. Ct. 785 (1967); United States v. Keogh, 391 F. 2d 138 
(2d Clr. 1968); United States v. Kyle, 297 F. 2d 507 
(2d Clr. 1961); People v. Klihoa, 53 Cal. 2d 748 (1960). 
See further A. Ginsburg, “Dlsclosure to the Defense 
ln a Crlmlnal Case,” 47 111. Bar Journal 194 (Nov. 1968). 

The burden of proving lts good faith rests wlth the 
state ln the sltuatlon here presented. See Augenbllck v. 
United States, 377 F. 2d 586 (Ct. of Claims 1967). 

Yet whatever the moralqualltyascrlbedtothe sequence 
of prosecutorial actlons (45) wlth respect to the pro- 
ductlon of the Grler "Dictabelt” and statement, the 
defendant Newton suffered extreme and lncalculablepre- 
judlce as a result. 

FOOTNOTE 

45. Another aspect of presecutorlal action mentloned 
above, that of hldlng the very exlstence as well as the 
ldentlty of an eye wltness prior to trial, ls materlal 
here. It ls inconceivable that had Grler's bus been 
as close to the scene of the incident as he says it was, 
rather than where bus passenger Miller placed lt, the 
presence of the bus would have been noted ln the police 
reports of the offlcers who arrlved almost immediately 
at the scene. The fact that not one of these reports 
mentloned a bus either conflrms the testlmony of Miller 
that the bus stopped qulte a dlstanceaway(thus impeach- 
lng Grler anc! explatning why there weresomany serious 
dlscrepancle ln Grler's accounts of the Incident con- 
temporaneoi and at the trial), or strongly suggests a 
consclous d' n of all mention of the bus ln all police 

reports, ln -r to ensure that defendant would have 

no prior i of the posstblllty of the productlon of 
such a witn-. 

END FOOTNOTF 

The facts in thls matter come squarely under the 
ruling of the United States Supreme Court ln Brady v. 
Maryland, 373 U.S. 83, 87, 83 S. Ct. 1194 (1963), where 
the court sald: 

"We now hold that the suppresion by the prosecu¬ 
tlon of evldence favorable to an accused upon 
request violates due process where the evldence 
ls materlal either to guilt or to punishment, 
irrespective of the good faith or bad faith of the 
prosecutlon.” 

The history of defendant's numerous requests is set 
forth, supra. There is no dlspute that a cnicial part of 
Grler's statement remained undisclosed, indeed, mlq-.,,. 


represented, until after the jury had retired, and, there- 
fore, until after the defendant's oppórtunity toeffectively 
employ the statement had passed. 

Timing of discovery is recognlzed as vital by the 
courts. In Tupper v. Superior Court, 51 Cal. 2d 263, 
265 (1958), the court sald: 

“The value to defendant of seeing the statements 
made by the wltnesses is that to do so might enable 
him to impeach thelr testlmony at the trial.” 

And see Jencks v. United States, 353, U.S. 657, 77 S. Ct. 
1007 (1957) Therefore, if dlsclosure is to be of value 
to the defense, lt must be made at least “before the 
taking of the accused’s evldence ls complete". Hamrlc 
v. Bally, 386 F. 2d 390, 393 (4th Clr. 1967) 

The trial court's denlal of defendant’s motlon to 
reopen the trial to receive the additional evldence when 
flnally discovered resulted in the jury’s remainlng una- 
ware of Grler's true statement and of the prosecutlon's 
non-disclosure and, of course, the jury therefore con- 
tinued to accept the misrepresentation as the truth 
(R.T. 3845-46). 

2) Materiallty and prejudice. 

Evldence whlch pertalns to a prosecutlon witness’s 
credibllity clearly quallfies as "materlal" evidence 
wlthin the Brady rule. Napue v. Illinois, 360 U.S. 264, 
79 S. Ct. 1173 (1959); Jencks v. United States, supra; 
Loralne V. United States, 396 F. 2d 335 (9th Clr. 1968); 
United States v. Poole, 379 F. 2d 645 (7th Clr. 1967); 
Levln v. Katzenbach, 363 F. 2d 287 (D.C. Clr. 1966). 

The United States Supreme Court held in Napue that 
due process required dlsclosure of “credibllity" evi¬ 
dence, slnce (360 U.S. at 269, 79 S Ct. at 1177): 

“The jury's estlmate of the truthfulness and 
rellabllity of a glven wltness maywellbedetermin- 
atlve of guilt or lnnocence." 

The materiallty of prior statements Is also clearly 
evidenced by the long llne of Californla Supreme Court 
declsions requlring prosecutlon dlsclosure of such state¬ 
ments. People v. Chapman, 52 Cal. 2d 95 (1959); People 
v. Estrada, 54 Cal. 2d 713 (1960); People v. Shlpp, 
59 Cal. 2d 845 (1963). 

In Chapman, the Callfornia Supreme Court emphaslzed 
the materiallty of such prior statements (52 Cal. 2d 
at 98): 


So, too, the very order of the trial court here that 
the statement be produced when the jury was sworn 
in admlts the materiallty of the complete statement 
(R.T 3802-03), 

The Callfornia cases hold that taped recordlngs as 

well as w ritten statements are subject to discovery. 
Vance v. Superior Court, 51 Cal. 2d 92 (1958); Funke 
v. Superior Court, 52 Cal. 2d 423 (1959); Cash v. Su¬ 
perior Court, 53 Cal. 2d 72 (1959). In Cash the Call¬ 
fornia Supreme Court sald (at page 76): 


Grler's statement not only lncluded “details" of whlch 
the tape recordlng proved to be the “most reliable 
source," the tape was discovered to be the only reli¬ 
able source of “certaln contradlctions of the testlmony 
of the wltness" declared so valuable by the Court In 
Chapman. 

The vital importance of "ln-court Identification” and 
all the precedlng procedural steps leadlng up to it 
was recognlzed in Gllbert v. Callfornia, 388 U.S 263, 
87 S. Ct. 1951 (1967), where the Supreme Court held 
that ln-court ldentifications “without flrst determlng 
that they were not tainted by the illegal llne up but 
were of Independent orlgin was constltutlonal error.” 
(388 U.S. at 272). 

The rattonale of the “line-up” case, United States 
v. Wade, 388 U.S. 218, 87 S Ct. 1926 (1967), was that 
police conduct of such a llne up without notlce to and ln 
the absence of counsel denles the accused hls Slxth 
Amendemnt right to counsel. How much möre does 
non-disclosure or furnlshing Inaccurate transcriptlons 
of what was really seen and sald by the wltness at the 
time of the Incident and shortly thereafter deny an 
accused the right to effectlve counsel and fundamental 
due process of law. 

The questlon of Identification is always crltlcal; lt 
is well known to be a fraglle, precarlous matter sub¬ 
ject to mistakes, vagaries of momory, and human fal- 
libllity. 


When a man changes hls story from an uncertaln 
Identification wlthin an hour and a half after witnessing 
a shooting, to a posltlve Identification ten months later 
in a courtroom, every ptece of accurate Information 
concernlng his earller statements with respect to what 
he saw and what he could identify becomes vital. 

When the information in questlon goes to the essence 
of the Identification by the only eyewitness tothe crltlcal 
events of an alleged flrst degree murder, and when the 
prosecutlon asks for the death penalty, every factor 
bearlng on that witness’s credibllity, accuracy and per- 
ception is crltlcal. 

Grler was in agreement wtth Tommy Miller that lt was 
dark (R T. 2733-34). Even when shown defendant’s pic¬ 
ture and told this was the suspect, Grler could not 
be.jgu.rt’ ,defendan( was .the man--one hoiir and a half 


after it happened (R.T. 2124). That he, in fact, dld not 
get a good look at the man’ s face goes to the very 
essence of the questlon of Identification. Inaccurate 
transmisslon of this Information to the jury was crltlcal - 
ly prejudiclal to the defendant. 

That the defendant was at the location and, mlnutes 
prior to the events Grler described, was walklng with 
F rey, gives still more importance to the fact that Grler 
dld not see the face of the man who shot F rey, particularly 
when hls early description differed so from the one 
fitting the defendant. The orlglnal assailant was de¬ 
scribed as pee-wee (R.T. 2120), under five feet and 
who was, according to Heanes and Grler's early state¬ 
ment wearlng a light tan jacket (R T. 2099), whereas 
the defendant was 5’10” and wearlng a black leather 
jacket. 

The prejudice inherent ln a trial situation where the 
defense is rendered unable to submit a hostile wltness 
to thorough and searching cross-examinatlon is well 
recognlzed ln the declsions of the Callfornia and United 
States Supreme Court. The United States supreme Court 
has often remarked on the importance a prior state¬ 
ment has in the fact-flndlng process. In Jencks, supra, 
the Court stated: 

“Every experienced trial judge and trial lawyer 
knows the value for lmpeaching purposes of state¬ 
ments of the wltness recordlng the events before 
time dulls treacherous memory. Flat contradlction 
between the wltness’ testlmony and the version 
of events glven ln hls reports ls not the only 
test of lnconslstency. The omission from the re¬ 
ports of facts related at the trial, ora contrast 
ln emphasis upon the same facts, even a dif¬ 
ferent order of treatment, are also relevant to 
the cross-examinlng process of testing the credi- 
blltty of a wltness' trial testlmony.” (353 U.S. 
at 667) 

Again, in Napue v. Illinois, supra, the Court adopted 
•the language of People v. Savvldes, 1 N.Y 2d 554, 
557, 136 N.E. 2d 853, 154 N Y S. 2d 885 (1956), on the 
subject of prejudiclal effects of prosecutlon misrepre¬ 
sentation, whether Intentlonal or not (360 U.S at 269- 
70): 

"It is of no consequence that the falsehood bore 
upon the wltness’ credibllity rather than dlrectly 
upon defendant’s guilt. A 11e is a 11e no matter 
what is subject...That the district attorney's sl- 
lence was not the result of gulle or a deslre to 
prejudice matters little, for lts impact was the 
same, preventing as lt dld, a trial that could 
ln any real sense be termed fair.” 

Calfornta courts, flndlng the error "fatally preju¬ 
diclal" have reversed convlctions where the defense 
was not allowed to use the prior statement or notes of 
a prosecutlon wltness durlng cross-examinatlon. People 
v. Vigghiany, 181 C.A. 2d 621, 629 (1960); People 

v. Sllbersteln, 159 C A. 2d Supp. 848 (1958); see also, 
United States v. Poole, supra, 379 F. 2d 645, and Levln 
v. katzenbach, supra, 363 F. 2d 287, reverslng on the 
prejudice inherent in preventing the defense from pre¬ 
senting all evldence weakenlng the credibllity of a pro¬ 
secutlon wltness. 

In addttion to the serious prejudice suffered durlng the 
evldentiary proceedlngs by virtue of the suppresslon 
and misrepresentation of tpe statement, Newton suf¬ 
fered on an additional and special prejudice by way of 
the prosecutlons emphasis on the mlsrepresented fact 
ln closing argument. 

The Grler statement contained ambiguity and re- 
peated reference to inablllty to Identify the persons 
at the location of the Incident. At that trial, Grler em- 
phatlcally lnsisted that the defendant was the person 
Grler saw tussling wlth and shooting Offlcer Frey. 

From the time that the defense was furnlshed wlth 
the typed transcript of Grler’s statement until discovery 
of the truth durlng jury dellberatlons, there was nothlng 
other than the context of Grler's entire statement to 
lndlcate that there was an error of hls 

statement as “1 couldn’t--I dld get a clear picture, 
clear view of hls face, but--because he had hls head- 
llghts of the coach, and I couldn't get a good look.” 

Nevertheless, analysis of the entire statement and of 
Grler’6 testlmony on direct and under cross-examinatlon 
convinced the defense that this word “dld" was some- 
how ln error. 

In view of the contlnuing refusal of the prosecutlon 
to furnlsh the orlglnal recordlng (be lt tape or dicta¬ 
belt), the defense relied upon the good faith of the prose¬ 
cutlon and of the District Attorney as an offlcer of the 
court, and contlnued to cross-examlne Grler upon the 
basis of the statement whlch the prosecutlon had glven 
hlm (Declaration of Charles R. Garry In Support of 
Motion to Re-open Trial, etc., C.T 246). 

or purposes of illustration at closing argument. 
Jry had certaln portlons of the early statement and 
of Grler's trial testlmony prlnted onto large charts. 
In view of the internal contradlction of the sentence 
In question and all of Grler's other lnconsistencles, 
Garry dld not have this phrase “I dld (get a clear view 
of hls face)" prlnted thereon, as he was convinced 
the phrase was sqmeway ln error (C T 247). 

The District Attorney then stated in hls closing ar¬ 
gument (R.T 3709-10) as follows: 

“(Mr Jensen) All right. So, what we were told 
here, thls is supposedly a discrepancy that there 
is some major kind of change that has taken place 
ln this testlmony, and yet hls testlmony remains 
baslcally the same. 

“Maybe he sald somethinc different ln terins 
of feet (fact); but what he says is that *1 canto 
closer to the scene, and as I dld I saw thls 
action.' Now, where ls the diabollcal plot'? 

“All right. Then we have some other areas ln 
terms of his testimony. We hear on this questlon 
over there, No. 5: 

“ ‘Q. About how old? 

‘ ‘A. 1 couldn't say, because 1 only had m> 
lights' **“ (46.) ‘because he had hls head kind of 
down faclng the headlights of the coach, and I 
couldn’t get a good look.’ 

“Well, let me read that to you."

“The value of obtaining such statements, patl- 
cularly where they were made before time dulled 
the memory of the wltness, Is obvlous. The state¬ 
ments may contaln contradlctions of the testlmony 
of the witness, may omit some facts related by 
the witness at the trial, or may reveal a contrast 
ln emphasis placed on the same facts." 


“(C) areful study of the details of the (recorded) 
conversations, particularly lf there were 
amblgultles, would be necessary for an intelligent 
preparatlon of the defense, and the recordlngs...

principles of peacefulcoexistence. 

The South Vlet Nam problem can 
only be settled correctly on the 
basis of the respect for these 
legltimate aspirations. The Na¬ 
tional front for Liberation and the 
Provisional Kevolutionary Gov¬ 
ernment of the Republic of South 
Vlet Nam have put forward the 
10-point overall solution. Thisso- 
lution has no other objective but 
to ensure the fundamental national 
rights of the Vietnamese people 
and the right of the South Vlet 
Nam people to self-determinatlon. 

Stemming from these rights, 
the South Vlet Nam people reso- 
lutely demand that the United 
States put an end to its war of 
aggression, wlthdrawpromptlyand 
totally from South Vlet Nam its 
troops as well as those of the other 
forelgn countries in the U S camp, 
without posing any conditions what- 
soever.

With the 10-point overall solu¬ 
tion, the Vietnamese people have 
no intention to compel the United 
States to “surrender’' nor do they 
want to smear the U S. honour. 
The Vietnamese people only de¬ 
mand that the U.S. government 
stop its aggression and act in a 
reasonable way. The fact that the 
American people through their 
present struggle volce the same 
demands has eloquently testifled 
to the correctness and the logi- 
cal, reasonable andrealisticchar- 
acter of the 10-point overall solu¬ 


tion advanced by the National F ront 
for Liberation and the Provisional 
Revolutionury Government of the 
Republic of South Viet Nam. The 
U.S. government pretends that "it 
is ready to negotiate on the basis 
of the fundamental national rights 
of the Vietnamese people”. Why 
then does the U.S. delegate try 
so hard to oppose this overall 
solution? Obviously, the United 
States diregards the aspirations 
for peace and the legitimate de¬ 
mands of the people in Viet Nam, 
in the United States and in the 
world all over. 

That is why the Vietnamese peo¬ 
ple aredeterminedtokeeponfight- 
ing untll final victory.

the century is by no means of 
chauvlnlstlc natlonallsm of the 
preceedlng century, but is a 
watchword of lndlvldual natlons 
and countries for self defense to 
safeguard their sovereignty 
agalnst imperialist aggression 
carried on in a covert form 
according to the jungle law under 
the spurlous name of mutual 
benefit and equallty. This must be 
borne in mind. It is a general 
knowledge that the natlonallsm 
advocated by all the lagging 


countries of the world today is 
on no account to be compared to 
raclsm advertlsed by Nazi Ger- 
many or imperialist Japan, whlch 
boils down to this: “Our nation 
ls the most superior nation in 
the world.” But it represents 
the consclousness of national i- 
dentlty aspiring to building a 
dlgnlfied, perfect independent 
state by roundlng off and culti- 
vating one’s own things and to 
partlclpating in International po¬ 
litics on an equal footine with 


ther, for they both see the other 
as one of the main stumbling 
blocks on their road toward vic¬ 
tory.

(I use the defi- 
nltion of POWER laid downbyHuey 
P. Newton, “Power ls the abillty 


to define a phenomena and make 
it act in a desired manner.” In 
the case of the Black Panther 
Party the phenomena is the lives 
of oppressed people and the de¬ 
sired act is for oppressed peo¬ 
ple to have power over their 
lives so that they may control 
their future: a future free of op- 
pression in whlch people can de- 
velop to their highest potential— 
Socialist man.) From this I con- 
clude that the two movements are 
antagonistically contradictory and 
are bound to end up at bitter odds 
with each other. The only solu¬ 
tion is for both movements to rea- 
lize where they are vis-a-vis each 
other an to come together on 
some kind of common ground of 
interest or to move completelyand 
separately along their own paths 
while waiting for judgment day. 


This would mean separate rallies, 
demonstrations and every other 
form of political activity. 

It is time we stopped all this 
bulls--t quibling over whether or 
not the revolution is to be vio¬ 
lent or non-violent and reallzeonce 
and for all that the existence of 
this debate is recognition of the 
existence of two separate move¬ 
ments with separate goals, me¬ 
thods and interests an let us be¬ 
gin to focus the debate on the 
real issue at hand, PEACE or 
POWER.

The prosecution’s closing argument was the last 
presented to the jury. The defense had no chance to 
rebut or answer this argument. 

It is clear that the jury failed to believe Grier to 


some extent, since the manslaughter verdict in Incon¬ 
sistent with Grier’s testimony on several points. It ls 
impossible to say whether the addttional, major lncon- 
sistency, which remained unknown to the jury, would 
have changed the delicate balance on the jury from the 
verdict of manslaughter to verdict of acqulttal or of an 
even lesser offense. Nevertheless, the error is clearly 
not harmless beyond a reasonable doubt. Before a 
federal constitutlonal error can be held harmless, 
the court must be able to declare a belief that it was 
harmless beyond a reasonable doubt. Chapman v. Cali- 
fornia, 386 U.S. 18 , 24 , 87 S. Ct. 824 (1967). 

The misrepresented portion of the statement bore 
directly on the question of Identification as well as on 
Grier’s credibility. During the trial Henry Grier lden- 
tified the defendant as the man who shot Frey by walk- 
ing across the courtroom to place his hand on the de¬ 
fendant's shoulder (R.T. 2045). One can only conjec- 
ture as to what degree the jury’s belief ln all that Grier 
said would have been shaken if Grier, after this dra¬ 
matic gesture, had been forced to admit that he had 
told the pollce an hour after the incident that he had 
not seen the face of the man who shot Frey. 

The erroneous statement, "I did get a clear picture, 
clear view of his face,' 1 was emphasized again and 
again during the prosecution's final argument and was 
set out in stark relief in nearly the last words the jury 
heard before retiring.The jury twice requested the tran¬ 
script of Grier's statement during its deliberations 
(R T. 3761, 3764). Grier was the only witness who claimed 
to see a gun in the defendant's hands. 

Although the jury apparently rejected most of Grier's 
testimony, the verdict logically implies that the jury 
believed the defendant to be the agency of Frey's death. 
Grier’s testimony was the major source of this con- 
clusion. if such the jury concluded Had the jury had 


the true transcript, or had both prosecution and defense 
counsel proceeded during the trial by use of the true 
rendition of the word “did” as “dldn’t,” the jury would 
have known the true fact that there was one more vital 
discrepancy between Grier’s early statement and his 
trial testimony. 

The defendant suffered prejudlce, not only from the 
emphasis in the prosecution’s closing argument of the 
inaccurate “did” (see the face of the assailant), but 
from the prosecution’s suggestion that defense counsel 
had deliberately sought to mislead the jury. The "did” — 
“didn’t” problem came from the proseci on's con- 
scious mistake, known to the prosecutor the time 
he argued to the jury that it was the defe who was 

misleading them on the point. The pros. r had In 

his hand, in the courtroom where the tria. ; place, 
during the arguments concerning this staten: , a work 
copy used by the prosecution during its trial pre- 
paration in which this word was rendered as "dldn't ” 
(R T. 3763) 

At best the prosecution knew that there was a rea¬ 
sonable question about whether the word was “did” 
or “dldn't,'• Rather than submlt the question tothe court 
for resolution or permlt the defense to listen jo the dicta- 
belt and submit its views, the prosecution quletly and 
secretly resolved this in its favor and then argued 
to the jury that the defense was attempting to mislead 
them. When a man’s life is at stake, this can be deemed 
no less than prosecutorial misconduct.

In all societies, the way of life of the people, their culture, mores, customs, etc., evolve from the 
economie basis of that society. The United States is a capitalist society, the system of capitalism being 
one of exploitation of man by man, with by-products such as racism, religious chauvinism, sexual 
chauvinism, and unnatural divisions among the people. In other words, it’s a dog eat dog society. 
But it's not a dog eatdog world. . _ , ... 

Men are not innately greedy, nor are they innately uncooperative with each other. Therefore, it is 
our goal, it is the goal of the Black Panther Party, and must be the goal of all men, to create conditions 
in which men can start being human, can begin to cooperate with each other, can live with each other, 
in fact, in peace. Men cannot do this without an arena in which to do so. In other words, in an exploita¬ 
tie system men are forced to exploit. In an unkind system, men are forced to be unkind. In a world of 
inhumanlty, men will be inhuman. In a society that is warmongering, men will war. These are the 
aspects or the way of life of a people who are part of a capitalist system. 

And songs are a part of the culture of society. Art, in general, is that. Songs. Ilke all art forms, are 
an expressfon of the feelings and thoughts, the desires and hopes, and so forth, of a people. They are 
no more than that. A song cannot change a situation, because a song does not live and breathe. People do. 

And so the songs in this album are a statement - by, of, and for the people. All the people. A state¬ 
ment to say that we, the masses of people have had a game run on us : a game that made us think that 
it was necessary for our survival to grab from each other. to take what we wanted as individuals from 
any other individuals or groups, or to exploit each other. And so, the statement is that some of us have 
understood that it is absolutely essential for our survival to do just the opposite. And that, in fact, we 


have always had the power to do it. The power to determine our destinles as human beings and not 
allow them to be determined by the few men who now determine them. That we were always human 
and always had this power. But that we never recognlzed that, for we were deluged, bombarded, 
mesmerized by the trinkets of the ruling class. And this means all of us: Black, Mexican, White, Indian, 
Oriental, Gypsy, all who are members of the working class, of the non-working class (that is, those who 
don't have jobs), all who are oppressed. 

This means all of us have this power. But the power only belongs to all of us, not just some or one, 
but all. And that was the trick. That was the thing we never understood. And that is what statement 
these songs make.

FREE HLIEY 


1. We want freedom. We want power to determine the destiny of our 
Blaek ('ommunity. 

We believe tHat black people will nol be free until we are able to deter¬ 
mine our destiny. 


2. We want full employinent for our people. 

We believe that the l'ederal güvemoionl is rosponsible and obligated to 
jjive every man employinent or a guaranteod incomo. We believe that il 
the white American businessmen will not give full employinent. tlien the 
meaiis of product ion should be taken l'rom the businessmen and plaeed in 
the community so that the people ol the eommunily can organize and em- 
I)11>\ all of its people and give a high Standard of living. 



3. We want an end to the robbery by the CAPITALIST of our Blaek 
Communitv. 

We believe that this racist government has robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt of- forty acres and two inules. Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution for slave labor 
and mass min der or black people. We will accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed to our many communities. The Germans are now 
aiding the Jews in Israël for the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger¬ 
mans murdered six million Jews. The American racist has taken part in 
the slaughter of over fifty million black people; therefore. we feel that this 
is a modest demand that we make. 

4. We want decent housing. fit for shelter of huinan beings. 

We believe that il' the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black communitv. then the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so that our communitv. with government aid. can build and 
make decent housing for its people. 

5. We want educalion for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role in the present-day society. 

We believe in an educational system that will give to our people a knowl- 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to anything 
else. 

6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 

We believe that Black people should not be forced to fight in the mili¬ 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the worlcf who, like black 
people. are being victimized by the white racist government of America. 
We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and the racist military, by whatever means necessary. 

7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people. 

We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We theïefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense. 

8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, county 
and city prisons and jails. 

We believe that all black people should be released fi-om the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial. 

9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried in court by 
a jury of their peer group or ‘people from their black communities. as 
defincd by the Constitution of the United States. 

We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
so that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economie, social, religious. geographical. en- 
vironmental. historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been. and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the ‘average reasoning man" of the black 
community. 

10. We want land. bread. housing. education. clothing. justice and peace. 
And as our major political objective. a United Nations-supervised plebis- 
cite to be held throughouj the black coiony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be aliowed to participate. for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to their national destiny. 

When. in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another. and to assume. among the powers of the earth. the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and nature's God entitle them. a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation 

We bold these truths to be self-evident. that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are life. liberty. and the pursuit of happiness. That. to 
secure these rights. governments are instituled among men. deriving their 
lust powers from the consent of the governed; that. whenever any forrn of 
government becomes destructive of these ends. it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish il. and to institute a new government. laying its 
foundation on such principles. and organizing its powers in such form. as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
dence. indeed. will dictate that governmeqts long eslablisheci should not 
be ehanged for light and transient causesJand. accprdingly. all expeiienee 
halh shown. that mankind are >more «lisposed to sulTer. wliile evils are 
sufferable. than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which.they 
are amistomed. Bilt. when a long train of abuses and ustirpations. pur- 
stiing invariably the sa me object, evinces a design to reduce them under ab¬ 
solute despotism. it is their right. it is their duty. to throw off such govern- 
ment. and to provide new guards for their fulure sccurity.
